Paris, Alaroh 18.— The Chamber of 
Deputies voted to-day the sum of 20,000 
franca for tho expenses of M. Ferry's 
funeral, tho only opponent of tho vote boing 
M, Leon Armand iSaudry-Gasson, deputy 
from Vendee, Commandor of tho routitical 
Order of Sl>. Gregory, the Qreat, and noted 
for his extreme devotion to the church and 
to tho monarchy, Tho Chamber alao do- 
nided to adjourn over VVeduesday, tho day 
of the funeral. Tho funeral will be oolo- 
bratod with great solemnity. The entire 
garrison of Paris will attend as a military 
escort. 

At a meetinp! to-day of the Committee of 
Investigation of tho Chamber of Dtputies, 
Premier Kihot explained the measures taken 
for tho cxtnulitiun of Cornelius Horz. Ho 
said that Her/, was carefully watched in 
order to prevent his escape. Tho British, 
M. Ribob added, bad seized tho papers 
found in Hciz's piisseaaion, tnit had not yet 
comiimnicfttetl the cmilenta to tho Prcnch 
authorities. 

In the trial of Charles do Leaseps and his 
Dssociates, tn-day, M. Rousseau made an 
elo(iiient appeal to tliy jury for his client, 
Baihutt, tho former Miuiater of Public 
Works, who made a sensational acknowl- 
edymeut ol his Riiiit at tho opening of tho 
cuae. He said tliut l^aihutl's whole career 
had been blasted and the future of hia 
family destroyed. Whatever puniahment 
should bo inflicted upon liim would never 
equal the reniorao ti at would pursue the 
former Minister of titato now lost for over. 

M. Daiiet, in his argument in behalf of 
cx-Deputy Sana Leroy, acouaed of having 
changed his vote in the committee on the 
Panama Lottery bonus for a bribe of 100,- 

000 franca, sought to sustain by document- 
ary evidence the atory that M. Sana Leroy 
at tho timo he deposited tho amount alleged 
to have been given to him by M. Arton us a 
bribe, was simply ro-invcsting hia wife's 
dowry, M. Danet also tried to establish 
juetitication for M. Sans Leroy's change of 
opinion on the letter^- question. 

DYNAMITE ATTEMPTS. 

Tho Garda Uoblll HeadqnaTterg Threatened 
— ITurtber ExttloBibiu Feared. 

Rome, March 18.— Following close on tho 

unsuccessful attempt to blow up the ancient 

Mattel palace, tlio residence of Hon. W. 
Porter, Aiiieriean minister to Italy, another 
dynamite outrage was attempted to-day at 
Palnzzo Altieri, the heudiiviarters of tho 
Oarila lilobili, one of tho military 
organiziliona whose duty it is to 
attend the Pope and be present 
at great religious functions at the 
Vatican, l-'.^rly this morning a boy ])a8sing 
the Pala/.zo Allierl anw a musa of whut he 
tliought was innrtar lying upop the stcpi of 
the palace. With boyiali curiosity he ran 
up the steps, and was surprised to aee a 
burning fuse extending from the musa. Tlie 
boy at once stamped out tho fuse with his 
feet and notified the police. The gend'i^rmca 
were at onoe sent to the palace and were 
not long Id ascertaining that what tho boy 
had taken for a mass of mortar was a pow- 
erful bomb containing dynamite. 

The bomb was encased in a thick coating 
of plaitcr of paris, wbiob, in the opinion of 
experts, would have added to the destruc- 
tion thai would havo been wrought had the 
explosion occurred. The news of the at- 
tempted outrage cauaod considerable excite- 
ment in the city. A number of arrests of 
anarchists had been made in the city recent- 
ly and the fact apparently caused the friends 
of tho men arrcated to attempt tho outrat;o 
as a meana of roveuge. It h'»a been learned 
aince the all'alr of yeaterday at tho 
Mattel palace that the police hud 
been warned from some unknown 
source that uttempta would bo 
made to cause cxplosiona in varioua parts 
of tho city. Notwithstanding tho warning, 
the niscreants who planned this morning's 
affair had no trouble in placing their bomb 
on the alcps of the palace, which ia one of 
the boBt known buildings in tho city. Or- 
ders have now been issued, however, that 
atrict watch uhall bo kept on all suspicioua 
charactera, and tho police hope aoou to havo 
the conapiratora in custody. Other warn- 
iuga were received to-day that further 
attempts would shortly be made to cause 
explosions. 

GERMAN POLITICS. 

The Army IJIU— The Situation Serlous-Chan- 
ccUor CaprM Hay Be Oompelled 
to Beslgn. 

Berlin, March 18. — Before tho final do- 
olsion of tho Army Bill committee left tho 
Government face to face with a definitely 
hostite majority. Chancellor von Caprivi 
had conferences with Herren Huohnc, 
Blohflrt, Beonigien and 'Lieber, the ohiefa 
of the parties represented on the commit- 
tee. The negotiationn left the Govern- 
ment and the committee more hostile than 
ever towards each other. Onlylihe Con- 
servatives and free Conservative members 
of the committee aupported the bill. The 
rcpDi t of the committee supporting the bill 
will be .submitted to the Keicliatug. The 
(Ict.f riniiHMl iittitiide of tlii! ("hanccllor proves 
that ICmperor William ban rcHolved tu tuke 
uii extra .ste[). It is now expected that the 
Keicliatug will lie disaolvcd at the end of 
April. 

Hi;rr von Itoiinigaeii iainounced the atanfl 
nKiilo by Clianccllor von Caprivi as pre- 
cliidiiig all hope of an ai i-aii^enieiit, and nu- 
Hiiring t he certainty of Hhipwreck to the 
bill. He declared that the obatiniiey (it the 
Gdvernmenl would precipitate a general 
uliction. Were the Miiii.alers awari,', Ik: 
ual--.od, of what disHolution implied'.' It 
would bring about the wildest suenea of 
political confusion, and would cause dis- 
orders hitherto unknown to tho (Jerman 
electora. Herr Bennigaen warned tho Oov- 
crament that tlicy had no chance to rally 
tho country to their aide. They could rely 
upon no party except tho Conaorvutivca, 
and not even the Conservatives unless they 
made terms with the agrarian faotion. 

1 ChanceUoc voo Caprivi oritioized Here 



Bennigflon's proposal, which ho regretted on 
tho ground that tho^ Federal Governmenta 
must adhere to the' complete scheme of 
organization submitted to the Reichstag. 
The Chancellor held that tho reiterated 
appeal to tho Government to consider the 
burdens upon tho Empire wero insulting, 
and he declined to reply to Herr Bennig- 
aen'a prediction about the results if the 
committee refuaed to pass the bill. Finally 
tho Chancellor tried to defend the action of 
tho Government as entirely constitutional. 

If the Bundearatb refueea the Einperor'a 
demand tor tho diasolution of tho Reichstag, 
Chancellor von Caprivi must reaigii. If a 
diasolution oooura tho outlook for all the 
partiea ia perplexing. 

Herr von Kliat Relzow at yeatorday's 
meeting of tho committee promised the 
Government tho united support of the Con- 
servatives, llo spoko, it ia said, with too 
much assurance, however, aa prominent 
Conservatives are already tlirentGning to 
desert tho Oovernincnt unless the Chan- 
cellor's Commercial Treaty policy ia aban- 
doned. Amid tho coniplicntiona of an elec- 
toral contest some of tho Nationalists would 
oppose it while others would support the 
Government. 

Tho last words of Herr Bennigaen yester- 
day pointed to these ieaues. If the Oevcrn- 
meut, he said, peraiated, Gcrmiuiy had rea- 
son to decide that aho would be thrown into 
conflicts of such immeisurablB complexity 
that it would bo doubtful if the present 
generation would ever ngaia see settled 
conditions in public life. 

Uwing to the , political crisis, Chancollor 
von Caprivi will not aotiompuny the Kin- 
poror William on hia visit to Rome, where 
Hia Majeaty will take part in the celebra- 
tion of King Humbert's silver wedding. 
The Imperial party will lettve Berlin on 
April 17. They will remain the Kuests of 
King Humbert for a week. Froio Rome tho 
party will go to Naples. The Pope will 
givo Untperor William an audlenoe on his 
return from Naples. On the way home the 
Imperial family will visit Queen YiotoBia, 
who will then be at Florence.

New Yokk, March 18.— Princess Kaiu- 
lani, ocBompanled by Mr. Davis, Mrs. Davis 

and Miss Davia, arrivnd to-night at the 
Brovoort Houae, from Washington. The 
Princeea und her party will remain here un- 
til next Wedneaday, when they will return 
to England on the steamship Majestic. 
Princess Kaiulani is well satiafied with the 
result of her visit to President Oloveland," 
although, according to her own atatcment, 
thero ia no ofricial signifioanco to bo attached 
thereto. It waa purely and simply a scoial 
call, the object fur which the Princess came 
to this country having been accomplished 
before she met President Cleveland. 

Mr. Davis, who has thorougout acted and 
spoken for tho Princess, said; " We only 
ume hero to secure reoognition and to ask 
tho American people to look into Hawaiian 
mattera. The appointnjent of a commission 
by the President to go to Hawaii and 
thoroughly investigate tho matter of tho 
proposed annexation, ia the very thing we 
want. I do not sec hoiv the President 
could havo actuJ otherwise. Had 
1 been in hia place, J would have 
done tho saniG thing. Thero are M,Ot)0 
votes in Hawaii, aiid of these not over 
-t,()OU would bo thrown in favor of annexa- 
tion. V'ou, in America, go by populur vote 
and wo are aatislied to do tho sumo in 
Hawaii, If a majority of the voters in 
Hawaii want to bu annexed, then we are 
willing to be annexed, but not until it is 
demonstrated at the polla." 

"Then you aro satisfied with the turn of- 
faira have taken ■; and aro willing to await 
tho action of tho President without taking 
atcpa 7 " waa asked. 

" Yea," waa tho reply ; "wo had a very 
plcnaant social call on President and Mrs. 
Cleveland. Within two or three months 
the father of the Princeaa will como to Eng- 
land. He and tho Princeaa will then return 
to this country, viait the World's Pair and 
possibly make a short trip of tho country. 
We have, I am satisfied, won tho coufideaoe 
of tho American people and we now await 
developments, leaving the rest to your 
hearts and consciences."

Ottawa, Marth 18,— Tho application of 
the Manitoba and Northwestern railway for 
a straight loan of §1,600,000 to enable the 
company to complete their road to Prince 
Albert, has been refused by the Govern- 
ment. This precludes any poaaibility of tho 
extension of the line this year, aud will bo 
a great disappointment to settlors,

get to the Pacific coast for many months, 
Tho Commissioners will begin in Eastern 
waters and then work aeross the continent. 
There appears to be, be says, every disposi- 
tion on the part of tho Americans tc) deal 
earnestly and fairly with the subject. They 
are better posted on the scientlfio aspeots of 
tho fisheries than wc are, but he thinks the 
Canadians havo a better knowledge of tho 
practical matters involved. The meeting 
of tho Commiaaion will be held ia Now 
York on April 18. 

Tho Experimental Farm report ia just 
out. Conaidcrable apaco ia devoted to the 
Agiissi'.! farm. Mr. Sauiidera eajs the col- 
lection of fruit trees there consiats of 887 
variotiea— Cil4 lurgo fruit and 318 small. 
Ho believes tho collection to be tho largest 
on the continent. He thinks tho experi- 
ments there will be of the greatest value to 
the people of British Columbia, Hard 
wooda from the East are being tested at 
Agasaiz with a view to planting thcra on 
the mountain slopes of the Province, Prof. 
Sharpe's report of his work will be interest- 
ing reading. 

Justice F^lconbridgo announced to-day 
that the oriminal'trial of Nicholas Connolly 
and Tho8, - McGrcevy will commence here 
on Tuesday.

Tho Biff Krupp (iuii I5ullt Expressly for the 
World's Fair .Arrlvta at llaltlnioie. 

Baiumobe, March 18.— After a teni- 
pcatuoug voyage across the North Atlantic 

from Hamburg with tho aecond conaign- 
ineut nf the Krupp exhibit for the World's 
I'air, the British stciunabip Longueuil ar- 
rived off Sparrow's Point at noon to-day 
and anchored in tho atrcain, awaiting the 
CDinpletion of tho propiiratiaiia for docking 
her. Tho cargo cnriipriai-a exclusively 
war miiterial.

New York, March 18.— It baa just come 
to light that before tho ship Cyrus Wake- 
field sailed .for San Fraaciaco, on Friday , 
morning, two dynamite bombs were found 
in her hold. In conaequence of this the- 
officers of the ship refnsed to sail on hiar,. 
and remained in New York, positive 
in the belief that thera ia soino soheme 
about to sink the craft before aha reaches 
San Francisco, The atory that dynamite 
was found among the cargo of the ship is 
told by one of the officers of the ship, who 
refused to sail with her after the finding "of 
dynamite, and is as follows: "The first 
CitsQ of explosives or bombs was found two- 
weeks ago when tho ship was load- 
ing. Ib was discovered by the steve- 
dores between tho limber-atreako on the 
port side of the ship with plunking laid over 
it. The dynamite waa in an iron cylinder 
and waa so fixed thut, when once ut sea, the 
plunging and rolling of tho ship would cause 
it to explode. This discovery caused no 
little apprehension among the oflicora and 
crew of the ship, but ua there were no 
addresses on the case or any 
clue ns to how it came to be in 
the ship, apprehension waa allayed and the 
work of loading was continued and tha in- , 
cidcnt soon forgotten. Just one week after 
tho case of explosives waa found, oonatcrno- 
tion was created among those on board the 
Wakefield by the finding of a second case. 
This was on Thursday last, the day 
before tlio ship was to sail. 
On tho finding of the second 
bomb, Capt. iklorton refused to go to sea on 
the Wakefield, and another oflicor alao de- 
clined to ship. Capt, Morton said that 
f600 a month would nob tempt him to go to 
San Francisco in the ship. Another cap- 
tain wiUinc to take the ship out was found, 
and on Frmay she pat to sea. The Cyrus 
Wdkefield is a wooden ship of:2,700 tons 
register. She carrias a general cargo and is 
fully insured aa is the cargo. How tho 
dynamite was put aboard no one known. 
There were no marks on the oases enclosing 
the bonds.

Fears for an Bxtenshe Area of Pennsylvania

While the vessel i-j being 
overhauled and repaired it is not for the 
purpose of putting her on any of the Pugot 
Sound routes. She will not be here this 
summer." 

TJtB fACOMA IN PORT. 

Tho N. P. R. steamship Tacoma, Capt. 
tlill, which arrived from China and Japan 
on Wednesday laat, waa released from quar- 
untine yesterday afternoon, having first 
landed her Chinoso passengera and been 
thoroughly disinfected by the Dominion 
Government's fumigating steamer Earlo. 
She brought 2,888 tons of cargo, included 
in which wore 1,000 bales of silk for Now 
York and a quantity of Japanese curios for 
tho World's Fair ; also the Jahore Govern- 
ment's contribution of oddities for the i;roat 
fair. As saloon pasaeogers the Tacoma 
brought Geo. S. Thomson, wife and child, 
of Yokohama, and K. Nagano, a member of 
the Japanese Government. Her Asiatic 
passengers number 191, of whom 48 are for 
Canadian points, the remainder being 
destined for the United States. These are 
now all at Albert Head quarantine station, 
where they will remain for a few days at 
least. The Tacoma leaves for the City of 
Destiny early this morning. 

HIIiri'IKO ITE.MS ON TIIK FUASKK. 

The steamer Delaware now makes regular 
trips to Chlliwack. The William Irving 
goes on the river route next week. The 
Gladys has b. en running for some days, 
while the Coarser and even smaller steamers 
ace joining in the race for the river trade. 
There is no ioe below Chllliwaok, and active 
farminf; operations are nnder way. The 
valley is putting on a fine spriuf; appearance, 
and there is every indication of a beautiful 
open season. A new stern wheel steamer 
to take the place of the steamer Telephouo 
is on tho ways near the Royal City Planing 
Mills in Now Westminster, and will be put 
on the route down the river in a very^short 
time. The travel and trade betireen the 
Royal City and Ladner's Landing, and as 
far down as the mouth of the Fraser, is de- 
veloping very riipidly. 

A SKC'ONI) LIUEIi. 

David Gilmore and William Kirkman on 
Friday begun suit in tho Superior court at 
Seattle to recover judgment in tlie sum of 
$5,800, against the Merchants' Steamship 
Company. The defendants are tho owners 
of the steamer Baytiau Republic, which on 
the ninht of the 30th of November, 1892, 
destroyed tho Baker dock at Seattle by 
dragging it into the buy. Tho dock was 
the property of the plaiutiffj, and they 
allege that its destruction was due to the 
carelessness of the men in charge of' the 
Haytian Republic. The owners of the 
steamer arc becoming quite familiar with 
libel proceedings, tho last one being the 
third against the Haytian Republic within 
a fortnight. 

rOU SAN FRANCISCO.

FEUIT GROWING. . . 

The Facilities on tho Islaml of VunciiiiVei 
For the Profitable Pursuit of 
This Avocation. 

Not long ago a report appeared in those 
columns of the annual meeting; of a fruit 
canning eatabliahment which was lately 
started in Victoria — the first of that kind on 
tho Island. From it those interested in such 
induatriea wore no doubt gratified to learn 
that although laat year was the initial year 
of the company, its operations had been 
marked with decided success. A sub- 
atantial profit had been earned, and 
prospects were so encouraging that the 
shareholders had decided to increase the 
capita! with the view of enlarging the pre- 
mises and extending the business. It was 
also atated that tho product 6f the cannery 
had been pronounced upon in the most 
favorable terms by experts in England, 
and a market of very considerable propor- 
tions was assured for fruits up to the stan- 
dard of those examined. 

The main difBoalty seems to have been 
that the supply of fruits was insufficient for 
even this establishment, which cannot yet 
be considered extensive. Purchases were 
made wherever possible, but the extent of 
the orchards was found to bo extremely 
limited, A number of letters followed tho 
report with tho view of encouraging 
people to engage in the business of fruit 
growing. A ready and profitable market 
was assured for certain fruita (apples, 
pears, plums, cherries, and tho small fruits;), 
and if conclusions may bo drawn from what 
is being dono in Oiogon and California, 
whore the cjondL'tions for growing and pre- 
serving those fruits cannot bo regarded as 
more favorable than here, tho advice aeema 
to bo based upon good and suflicicnt 
grounds. 

To show tho extent to which this induatry 
has been pushed by Qur neighbors, their 
yearly exports of fruit (fresh and preserved) 
nave reached the enormous proportions rep- 
resenting in value about §20,000,000, and 
this Province is one of their large custom- 
ers. That a very considerable local market 
exists is demonstrated by the customs re- 
turns, which show that in twelve months 
the imports of fruits amounted in value to 
§178,000, the dut^y on which was §16,372, 
affording in protection a very fair margin 
for profit. Then our neighbors of tho 
prairie country afford a market for 
from 10,000 to 15,000 barrels of 
apples annually, and to them, after 
wo have supplied our own local 
consumption (to supply which we have still 
to import about in value $55,000 annually) 
wo might very well look as a market, and a 
rapidly increasing one. With such facts 
the question of markets, both local and 
foreign, should no longer form an obstacle 
to those contemplating engaging in grow- 
ing fruit. 

That there are thousands of acres of land 
on the Island — wild and unproductive at 
the present moment— which aro admirably 
adapted for the successful culture of apples, 
peara, plums, uhorries and all the Email 
fruits, is admitted by all who are conver- 
sant with such matters, and in evidence of 
this may be seen in all our acttlements, 
small orchards, some of wjiich have been in 
bearing for years, and although rarely cared 
for according to modern methods, yielding 
astonishing crops,- though the soils are no 
better than those of thousands of acres of 
unoccupied land. 

Lands still within the control of the Gov- 
ernment can bo pre-empted on most favor- 
able terms, and, according to reports issued 
by the Lands and Works Department, 
valleys with fertile soil and pleasant 
running streams aro constantly being 
discovered and surveyed for settlement. 
Within tho Island railway belt there is no 
lack of land suitable for fruit growing and 
small farming that can be acquired for a 
nominal sum per acre. The facilities for 
transport afforded by that company are so 
reasonable tliat farmers thirty or forty 
miles from Victoria or Nanuimo can mar- 
ket their products quite as cheaply as those 
nine or ten miles distant - by road, but with- 
out railway facilities. Lands can also be 
bought from private holders at prices with- 
in reason. 

It is (juitc true that returns from orchards 
aro not immediate. An interval of five or 
six years must be got over before profits 
Ciin be expected; but the land need not be 
unproductive in the in(!antiiiic, as crops of 
roots may be produced with benefit to tho 
growing' treea and wiih protit to tlie owner, 
while small fruita, auch as atrawberrie-i and 
currants, aro generally very prolualile. The 
best returns, how-over, v.-liere the capital is 
not large, maybe expected when combined 
w-ith mixed farming — dairying and poultry 
raising forming a proper cnmbination for 
the lands of tliij Island, w hich generally 
are not adapted to farming nu a largo acale, 
owing to the liiiiiled areas of arable land in 
any one block. 

It is very evident that our farmers have 
a market at their doors for all the products 
obtained from mixed farming. It ' cnly 
necessary to look at the constant importa- 
tions of butter, cheese, bacon, hams, eggs 
and fruit, without mentioning cereals, upon 
all of which the Island farmers liuve pro- 
tection, in some instances by way of heavy 
duties, and in all by freights and 
transport charges, while it is unlikely 
tliat the very wide gap now existing be- 
tween consumption and looal production 
will be filled for many years to come. 

I'Vuit growing, combined with mixed 
farming, is a pursuit peculiarly adapted to 
families possessed of a moderate amount of 
capital, self-reliant and capable of perform- 
ing much of the labor themselves, and to 
such the life alTords prospects of health and 
independence. 

It is unnecessary to add that the oUmate 
of the Island is most favorable for out door 
occupations— probably there is no better 
climate; and the labor incident toauolipur- 
euita need not be over arduous. It is mani- 
fest that, if intelligently engaged in, there 
need be lesa cau.ie for anxiety in regard to 
tho future of this avocation than in any 
other walk of life where a livelihood has to 
he earned.— [Com.

THE UNEMPLOYED. 

It is impossible to read the aocount which 
our reporter gives of tho condition of the 
unemployed in this city and the way in 
which they bear the hardships which they 
are called upon to endure without admiring 
their courage, their iudopendoncc and their 
manllnera generally. Ibe men, - too, are 
more cheerful and hopeful than one might 
expeot to find them. They do not whine, 
neither do they seem inclined to blame tho 
country or their fellow-citizens for the hard 
times that press upon them so severely. 
They, as a rule, seem to have learned the 
secret of making the best of a bftd job. In 
this they are fortunate, for it is not every 
one whb has learned to adapt himself to his 
oironmstanoes and to get all the good pos- 
sible out of the position in which he finds 
himself. They see that if a man is " down 
in his luck " ho will not bettor his circum 
stances by grumbling and growling and Ly 
cursing every one, himself inoluded, for the 
hardships he has to suffar. 

We believe that they are right, as well as 
wise, in taking a hopeful view of the 
situation. The present depression is, we 
are convinced, only temporary, and the 
days are not for oS when there will be work 
for aIL 

Ihe man, too, show their sense in paying 
little attention to what the professional 
agitators say. These " jaw smiths, 
although they cannot manage their own 
little affairs well, pretend to be able to cure 
all the evils that aiUict society. We hope 
and believe that there is a good time coming 
for working men as well as for society gen- 
erally, but it will not be brought about by 
the preachers of discontent and disorder — 
tho men who expresa sympathy with the 
unemployed and try to gain their confidence, 
not for the good of the workingmen, but 
simply that they may use them as stepping- 
stones to attain positions on which they 
have set their eyes. The men evidently 
estimate these blatherskites at their tiue 
value. Here again they show their good 
sense. 



the results obtained well worth tho money. 

In the coarse of his investigations Pro- 
fessor Dewar found that it was very difficult 
indeed to keep heat out of the air upon 
which he was experimenting. He at las t found 
that a vacuum ia almost impervious to heat. 
At one of his lectures the Professor had on 
his table a gloss globe filled with liquid 
oxygen. Now, oxygen boils in a tempera- 
ture 182 degrees below- zero, yet this bulb 
of liquid oxygen remained in tho warm room 
during tho time of tho lecture without losing 
more than one-fifth of its contents by 
evaporation. The heat of tho room could 
not penetrate the high vacuum in which 
the bulb was anspended. "If," says the 
writer of the account of the experiment, 
"a conjurer had made his appearance with 
a large vessel of boiling water and a brisk 
fire beneath, and if in that water ho had 
boiled for half an hour a piece of ice as big as 
a golf ball without reducing it more than one- 
fifth, every one would be, vastly astonished. 
But the little bulb full of liquid oxygen was 
far more wonderful. Tho dilVorencaof tem- 
perature between tho conjurer's ice and his 
boiling water is 100 degrees centigrade. 
Tho dill'eronoc between tlio toniporaturo of 
Professor Uowar's bulb and the air of tho 
theatre was 210 degrees centigrade. Vet, 
though that scorching blast necessarily had 
free access to the oxygen in one direction, 
the liquid was so perfectly protected by ita 
vacuum jacket as to attain that relatively 
high degree of porinanenco. " Tho color of the 
liquid oxygen was a beautiful blue ; the 
color of the liquefied air was the color of u 
" watery sky." ' 

We see from this experiment that if the 
earth were completely deprived of heat, 
not only would tho water on its surface be- 
come solid but tho very air would freeze, 
and the most volatile of the gases would 
first be transformed into fluids and after- 
wards become solid.. The whole earth 
would from centre to oiroumfcrcnoe become 
an inert mass. "At 270 deg., or there- 
abouts, below z3ro centigrade," says our 
authority, " hydrogen itself will give up tho 
ghost, Bud matter as we conceive it will 
be dead." 



A MODERN MARVEL. 

Few things are to the ordinary unaoion- 
tilic observer more unsubstantial than air. 
It has become tho emblem of lightiicHhi and 
almost of ethereality. " Light as air," has 
long been a proverb. Yet air has been 
proved in many ways to be not only sub- 
stantial, but a force of great power. Until 
lately, however, no one supposed that it 
could by any process be transiormed into a 
litjuid whicli can bo easily handled and 
which can bo readily produced, 

Ail that has to be done to convert the air 
into a liquid something like water, is to 
freezL' it. Expose air to a temperature some 
two hundred and sixty odd degrees below 
/,oro, and it completely changes its appear- 
ance, although ita component parts arc ex- 
actly tho same as they wore when its form 
was gaseous. How this apparent mbacle 
was performed Professor Dewar knows. 
Xhe experiment of liquefying air is a most 
expensive one, but soientifio men consider 



THE VALUE OF BOOKS. 

What IB the exact worth of books, is a 
question which no philosopher has as yet 
been able to answer. The man who will 
find out just how far books are necessary for 
the development of the iutelleot and what 
use ought to be made of them in true edu- 
cation, will confer a benefit of incalculable 
value on mankind. 

There has been from a, very early age an 
antagonism between the man of action and 
tho man of books. The man of the world 
has despised tho bookworm, and the book- 
worm, in his turn, has felt unutterable con- 
tempt for the contemner of books and 
study. And we sec the same want of ap- 
preciation between the two classes in our 
own day. The mere scholar is regarded as 
a very poor creature by tho man of affairs, 
and tho utilitarian ia pronounced by tho 
man of atuily to be a Philistine — a moat 
ignolile Doing. 

It it just possible that each is to a certain 
extent just in his estimate of the other. 
But how far just ? Man is inado to act as 
well as to think. In fact the thinking and 
the learning ought to have for ita object the 
guidance of tho executive faculty in men. 
Thinking and learning for merely their own 
sake appear to bo objectless ways of exercis- 
ing the mind and ^consuming time ; while 
action which is not directed by thouglit and 
guided by the experience of former 
ages is frequently a waste of energy and 
often mistaken and oven mischievous. 
How are we to get the right combination '.' 
There are many who think that education 
consists wholly in acquiring knowledge, and 
that in books all the knowledge that men 
need is to be found. Tho consequence ia 
our children are compelled from a very 
early ago to apply themselves to books. 
Tho end of tlieir beingfor nianyyeara aiipeara 
to be lo pet lessons from the printed l)Uge. 
If they acquire knowledge in any other way 
they may be said to get it aopidentally, 
and however valuable it may be, little is 
thought of it at the time. In an article on 
" The Academic Spirit in Education " in 
tho l-"i;l)ruary number of the Contemporary 
Review, by John A. Ilobson, we find tho 
following passage, which is well worthy the 
attention of thoughtful men and women : 

A saner, healthier age than ours will 
value books more lightly, and, so doing, 
will got moro worth out of lliein than we 
lo. They will not set growing cliildren lo 
worship these paper gods for eight or ten 
hours a day at a time when the craving for 
recreation and free animal life is natural 
and wholesoDie. Dickens has not yet done 
his work. The system of our schools- 
high, grammar and primary— is still in the 
main that of Mr. McChokum Child, whoso 
pupils were " little empty vessels," always 
waiting for the knowledge to be "poured 
in." Especially ia this superstition rife in 
those establishinenta for higher education 
of women where the teachers most indig- 
nantly repudiate the suggcation of "cram." 
I aasert most emphatically that women's 
education ia not advancing, but is rather 
going back ; that the old era of idle ac- 
complislimeuta, drawing-room embroidery 
and pianoforte, was leas injurious than tho 
congested curriculum of to-day. 

All thia ia part and parcel of a suporsli- 
tioua qunntitativo estimato of knowledge 
stored iu books, which belongs to tho aca- 
demic spirit. The. scholarly solitude and 
the substitution of dead minds for living 



act upon the student so as to lower his in- 
tellectual and emotional vitality, and falsify 
his standard of value. What a true picture 
of the academic mind George Eliot has 
given in M. Casaubon ; how powerfully she 
points tho lesson that many'books are not 
only a weariness to the flesh, but a starva- 
tion to the eoul. 

There is much truth iu this. The wor- 
shipper of books and of book-learning is 
often surprised to find men who have made 
their mark in the world as legislators, law- 
yers, merchants, journalists, and what not, 
who would be plucked if they presented 
themselves for oxamination .as candidates 
for teachers' license, or for offices in the civil 
service. Yet these men who have so little of 
what students regard as knowledge possess 
considerablo intellectual capacity and also 
great intellootual energy. They perform 
feats requiring the exsroisa of mind 
and body which It would tiro 
the mere student to oven think 
of. They must have had long and severe 
training in order to fit them to do their 
work, but it is not tho fashion to call this 
training " education." But is it not educa- 
tion, and would not the professional educa- 
tionist do well to study tho processes by 
which these men of few opportunities were 
fitted to do snih work ! That iu many 
instances they would be better able to per- 
form their duties if they had more of tho 
knowledge thatia derived from bookscannot 
be denied, but do the schools often turn out 
such men ? Are the instruction and the 
discipline of institutions of learning cr.lcu- 
lated to fit men to do the rough but neces- 
sary work of the world ?

oil population and a bad state of afl'airs. 
This report was made in New Caledonia 
ill Novoiiibor, just before our sailing for 
.Now Zealand. It was .laiiuiiry before the 
brig set sail, and in the same monlh we 
left New Zealand nn a triii In the Friend- 
ly islands. The missionary cr.aft had al- 
ways been sailed by an En^liah captain 
and mate, with a crow of native lishenuon 
and shell gatherer.?. These latter were 
always eniiverts, and were ]iaid at tho 

I atu of a nioiitli, It wan, tn our way 
of Ibinkiug, like olloriug a prize to any 
one who would he eoiivertcd. No matter 
how good a sailor a mitivo w.is, he eimkl 
not bo aliipiied except on tho recoiiiiiiend- 
aiion of a missionary that ho had "g it 
rcligiiin." The wages, low lis they were, 
wiire three limes as iiineli as a (islierinan 
coulil earn otherwise, and so it linidly 
came about that you couliln'l lind one 
who didn't profess to hiivo been Cluis- 
tiaiiized. 1 won't say that four-lifths of 
them were liars ami hypocrites, but you 
will presently soe that some of them were 
actuated by tho very worst motives in 
seeking for a " cliaiige of heart." 

When the brig was about ready tn .sail, 
Ciqitain l!ak(!r met his death by accident, 

II is male, a !\Ir. Knowdes, was conipelent 
lo navigaU', and as mate he was given an 
ialaudor familiarly known us "Buttons," 
Ue was a fisherman and a pilot and got 
his name frmn wearing a big necklace of 
brass and horn buttons. He had been 
known as a tnu;:h character, but for the 
past fr'w iiiont lis had professed religion. 
Might luon ware t-ikon before the ma-s""., 
and llio brig carriial a oook and slowanl, 
making I'J ill all. ( )f the six niissioiiuries 
taken aboard tliere was only one ni.an— a 
Rev. Mr. .Straight. ( >f tlic live woiiioii 
one was his wife, one the wife of Mr. 
Knowlos, and the otlioi thiee wore young 
women from to ."1(1 years of ago. Three 
of them were to .slop at Sunday islands 
and tho other three to be landed on one 
of the l'ls])eraneo iskaiids, to the sniit.li. 
The brii; was armed with six muskets, 
and tho Kev. Mr. Straight had a double 
barreled fowling piece besides, ho being 
something of a sportsman as well as a 
very enthu.siastic missionary. 

Diiiiio,' tho first week of the voyage all 
wont well, ;uid Captain Knnwles di'clared 
that llioiioaiiel Truth had never li.ad a 
more elieerful and willing crew abonrd. 
( )ii till! fourth day out " Huttou.-i" ^o| 
three of the musketa from the canin 
under pretence of having them cleaned 
and repaired. Ho tried to get powiler 
and shot as well, but in this he failed, 
though not lieoiUlsi! any one had the 
sliglitost ausideinii of his loyally. At 
8up|ior on tho t'veiiing of the sixth or 
seventh day no tea nv eoll'ee was .served 
in tho cabin. In pkui! of it was a drink 
known as "coo o m.. ' It is something 
liko lemonade, but spiced with a berry 
having a nutmeg ilavnr. .All woidd have 
ilrniik frooly, but the liquid had a bitto:r, 
disagreeable tasti', and no nne took more 
than tavo or three sips. Tint same nighl 
at midnight as Captain Knnwles, who 
stood watch and watch with his mate, was 
just going off duty ha was seized and 
flung overboard. The brig was then go- 
ing through tho water at a speed of live 
or six knolajior iiour, with a pretty lieavy 
sea ruiininu', and he luu.st have mot bis 
dealli within live minutes. Those in the 
cabin wore souiitl asleei) when tho steward 
aroused I\Ir. Straight and said that the 
captain wanted to see him on deck. The 
miasionary hastily dressed and went out 
and was at oiieu seized by the inutinoora. 
.Some were for heaving him overboartl at 
once, but othors insisted that bis life 
should bo spared fur a day or two at least. 
He was taken forward to tho fo'castle and 
bound and. gagged. 

T'ho object of llie mutineers was two- 
fold. They proposed lo lind some uiiiii- 
habilod island and set up a.s a colony, and 
llioy wanted the brig that they might 
trado with otht!r cohuiies. It had been 
settled among them bofnro the brig left 
New Caledonia aa to who should po.isea.s 
the live wmnen. Tho other six hoped to 
steal wives from some of the islands. Tho 
drink served out hy the steward had been 
druggoil. Ill his anxiety to niiiko a good 
job of it 111! had ovordoiio llio thing. 
When they seized llie iiiissionary, ho 
crioil out in aurpiiso, and his ndfe heard 
him and beoaiiic suspicious that soine- 
thiiig waa wrong. She looked out in time 
to 800 him being led forward, ajid then 
sho did just what you wouldn't have ex- 
pocled a woman to do loekeil I ho cabin 

doors and called the oO.u-r wi n to as- 

aist her iii harricailiiig them. " liiiltoiis" 
presently came afl with a pi lusible yam, 
but lindiiig Ilia plot was betrayed ho be- 
gan to blu.stor and threaten. Tho women 
were firm, however, and ho went away to 
wait for daylight. The villain had com- 
pletely hood winked the missionary as to 
liis roligioiia out liusiasiu and had liea'ii 
made tho roeipieiit of many kindnesses. 
Unseen by tho others in the darknoas, ho 
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ai.d t lie others seivaiiinl nut a.s i i' w 
el The raft w-i.i now lelt lo -.luele 
and [>relty smui it passed iiiidi r llio 
o[ tliu brig ami was swept se.uv.ar. 
it passed mo two or three of tlu 
cried -mt for rescue and promii<ed gooil 
hohavio'', but it was not within my power 
to aid llioiii. In nn hour the raft was out 
of aighl, and not a uifUl aboard of it evor 
aiiw land again. 
It was 5 o'clock in tho ovoning when a 



slipped down into the fo'castle and choked 
the liulpless man to death. 

On the night of tho niiitiiiy nbo.ard tho 
Ciuspol Truth the .schnnner N\'hiti! U'iiigs, 
oil bur waynni th, was crossing her course, 
but a good many miles away. Three 
liuiulrcd miles northwest of Sunday island 
is an island called South Kermadeo. VVe 
were t>asailig this island to the west and 
10 miles away when, in assisting to stow 
tho living jib, which had boon hauled 
down, 1 was shaken oli' the bowsprit. Al 
the crj' of " INIati overheard !" those on 
dock threw ovorboard wdiiitever lliey 
could got ludd of, and live miuutos later 
tho schooner was broinrht to and a boat 
lowered. Wind and wave and Lido wore 
driving full on to the island, and lliongli 
they made faifcbCal search for mo 1 cuiild 
not bo found. I was half drowned, though 
yet making a light for life, when 1 cltiteh- 
ed a honcooi), with two fowda in it, which 
was among tho articles thrown over. 
Clinging to this, tliuiigh a sea often turn- 
ed it end over end, 1 was driven ashore 
in a couplu of hours and waa so nearly 
linishcd that [ had only strength enough 
to crawl up tlio beach beyond tho run id 
the waves. It wa-s a full hour before J 
gill into the buslio.s, and then 1 fell into a 
sleep which lasted till 7 o'clock the next 
morning, liefore 1 was on uiy foot 1 
heard voices and the sound of oars, and 
as I sprang up 1 saw a brig at anchor 
about half a mile off shore, with a boat- 
load of men just pulling in for the beach. 
Tlio craft was the (lospol Truth. It was 
the next niorniiig after tho mutiny, and 
the crew were pulling .aslioro lo inspeet 
the island. As there were only llio live 
waimen aboaril, every "iio nf the crew had 
insisted on going ashore. It was tho fact 
of seeing ao many men crowded into the 
small yawl which restrained mo from 
rushing out and hailing them. 

Tlio boat was beached only a few yards 
away, and the men had scarcely landed 
ivlieii tlicy began to f|uarrel over the pos- 
,He.saioii of the women, and in 10 minutes 
1 know pretty woll wdiat hail happened 
aboard ihe brig. Their di.spule waxed 
hot, and they came to blows, but. bofure 
any one had hoen soriously injured "But- 
tuns" declared a truco, and tho row wiis 
stnpped. They did not know the name 
of the island, hul as it hmkul foi tilo and 
beautiful froiii the sea they laiuloil to ex- 
[iloro it, .After about ha"lf m. imiir all 
proceeded iiihuid without leaving any one 
in cliaigo of llie yawl. When ihey had 
passed beyond bearinir, I shouldered the 
boat ufluat and sculled for the brig. 1 1 
was ft beautiful morning, with not the 
sliglireit broai h of wind rullliiig the sea, 
and in lU minutes 1 was aboard Iho an- 
cliiired craft. The lirat thing 1 did was 
tn let till! wiiiiieu know wdio I was and 
how 1 had got there. They caiiio out of 
tho cabin with groat rejoicing. Then, 
while two of them set about preparing 
breakfast, 1 employed the olhor three in 
looking up tho lirearma and ammunition, 
In addiliiiii to the six inuaketa and the 
foivliiig piece 1 fouiitl two lances .and two 
old swords which tlio fellows had hidden 
away in the fo'castle. I had heard enough 
ashore to satisfy mo that tho missionary 
had been murdered, and 1 was glad that 
they had also disposed of tho body. Tho 
wives of the two iiioii were almost wild to 
know their fate, and 1 deemed it the 
wisest policy to allirni that llioy were still 
alive, but had been taken ashore w itli the 
unit inoei.s. 

(Ill coming to nrichor the crew had 
iiiiide everything aloft shiiish.a]ie, and so 
1 could not have maile .shift to rut sticks 
even with a fair wind. It was 10 o'clock 
before we saw or heard anything of the 
nieii, Tbon llioy appealed on tho beach 
and hailed the brig, I'y the aid of the 
ulass 1 ooiild not.' thatlhey \voio tiully 
iilisi't, I look care in moving about that 
they ahoiild not iiloiitify mo as a man, 
and of course it was a great iiiyslery lo 
them how the women bad managod to get 
hold of the hnat. It was rather a longisii 
swim, but I expected to see at least one 
of them try it. .-Vftor ilchaliiig for awdiile 
one of them stripped olf and eiitero<l the 
water. I .sent the wonieii into the cabin 
ami Iheli bid beliiiiil llio wimlla.s. The 
iii.iii wiailii board at the bows and eome 
to see what had liappoiiod. In 
[uarier of an hour be put in a'l 
iqipearanee, and 1 rose to my knees and 
eovoreil him with the fowling jdoca! and 
ordered him into tho lo'eastlo. He drop- 
ped diiwii without a word, and .1 iii.-ule 
the .s5ide fast. What I wanted was liaiids 
to help sail the brig, and this was my 
plan to got them. The crowd on tho 
beach hailed again and again, and after 
half an hour had passed two swimmers 
came out in conqiany. 1 treated them to 
tho same sort of a sui pri.so and secured 
them in the same prison. 

1 had hands enough now to get the brig 
down to NciV Zealand, and 1 therefore 
exhibited my.solf to "Uuttons" and bis 
crowd and hit them kiiov^' that Ihe t.ahles 
had been turned. They were taken ideaii 
aback and sat down and hold a eminoil. 
There were eight of thorn, and it svasii't 
uiiroaaonablo to hope they might recap- 
ture the brig by attacking in a body. Af- 
ter awhile thoy walked u|) the beach until 
the trees and bushes liitl iheiii from sight, 
but I could guess their plans. The tide 
winihl boiriii to ebb alioul L! o'clock, and 
soon after t liiil hour 1 might uxjioct l<i see 
them coining oil' mi a rafl. They knew I 
had arins, and thuy could liguro on my 
doing my beat to beat them oil", but it 
was their only show. The women were 
willing to do anything they could in such 
.an uiiiergeiicy, but none of them had ever 
tired a musket. Directly after dinner 1 
had them heat several jiails of water, for 
iiac if the rascals got alongside, hul that 
was all 1 could ii.X]iect of them. 

It waa half past 2 when tho mutineers 
appeared on their raft and beL'aii lo drift 
down on tho brig. 1 shrink from relat- 
ing what f<dIovved, and yet I think you 
will agreo that 1 only did my duty. My 
first shot was aimotl al "ISuttnns" and 
dropped him dead. The othors could 
have rol roaieil, but I hey would uol . 1 
killed a iiiaii at tho aecoud slml and at 
Hie third, but, with savage oal hs .and lioiid- 
iah shouts the living urged the raft for- 
ward. They were wdtliiii pistol shot when 
I aimed tho fowling piece lo.ided with 



light broezo pj)rang up. 1 let the men Out 
of tho fo'castlo Olio by one to tell thoin 
what had occurred and ask them -what 
courso thoy intended to imrsue. They 
were penitent and luiinblcd to tho lust 
degree. Each claimod to have boon led 
into the business by "Buttons," and eftch 
went down on his knees to the women 
and declared ho had tried his beat to save 
the captain and tho missionary. Wo were 
not long, you may guess, in our getting 
ready lo sail fiu- New Zeahaud and in our 
iilliniately reaching a port of .lafcty. The 
men gave me not tlie slightest Lruuble on 
voyage, and for this reason thoy were not 
[luiiislied, as perhaps they should have 
been. As for the others, they were be- 
y ond reach of tho law.

DEAD IN IHB SNOW. 

J t was 10 o'clock in the morning when 
we got down to the plain. Six inches of 
snow had fallen since midnight. The 
plain was 14 miles wide at that point, 
while its distance east and west was 100. 
It waa almost as lovel as a floor, and the 
lirst sight of it olicit-d exclanialioiis of 
astoiiiahnient. Mo snow ever seemed so 
wdiile. Not a tree or bush, not the track 
of a deer or wild beast, nut the faintest 
trace that life e.'cisted between us and the 
far.away fort. Tho dead white of that 
plain made one think of the face of a 
corpse. 

The wrinkle faced old aorgeant, who 
had superintended our work of bridging a 
chasm in the innuntiLiii pass, looked up at 
Lliu aky and acnoa to the fouthills and 
seemed to be in doubt. 

" Lot's chalice it !" called three or four 
of tho men in choriisi, and this decided 
the miller. In single tile, the aorgeant 
loading, tho 14 of us struck out across 
the ])Uiii. Aa soon ns clear of tho trees 
and brush every man foil a sort of giddi- 
ness. \N'e had not gone two miles when 
the man in front of iiie seemed to have 
suddenly iiieroased his height by a foot. 
1 was puzzling over it when ho just as 
suddenly became a dwarf. 1 heard the 
men laughing and knew that it was an 
nntical delusion, but it frightened mo. 
Tiio sergeant had a tnotmtain peak in 
view .and seemed to strike a straight 
course, but when 1 1- nked back 1 Haw 
that our trail zigzagged in a curious way. 

Wc had made five miles of the journey 
when there was a sudden halt, and a 
groan of despair ran down the line. The 
clouds were driving away and tho sun 
threatening to comu out. Even as we 
turned and looked back and wondered if 
there was' time to retrace our steps the 
gray lilm drove oil' to tho south, and the 
sini burst forth like an explosion. Every 
man cried out in alarm, while half the 
column swayed and reeled as if wounded 
by bullets. What was tho peril ? What 
had veteran soldiers to fear? Something 
iiinre dreaded than a band of I iidians in 
warpaint : snmething leas merciful than a 
pack of starving wolves — snow blindness ! 
Ill one brief miiiulo every man's eyes 
seemed aMame. To <qieii them was to ace 
a purple flame dancing ab<mt in a hiiitaa- 
tic W'liy. the giddiness increased all of a 
sudden, and we sank down in our tracks 
for fear of falling. 

'•The rope! The rope!" was wniled 
along tho line, hut tho sergeant had al 
ready taken it" from his knapsack. It was 
a light rope nO feet long, and he made 
one end fast to his own body. Each man 
then p issed tho froo end buck to hia com 
rade till the end of tho lino was reached 
We were to turn back and attempt to 
reach ihe sjiot from which wo started. 
There was no such thing as seeing. If 
you ojiencd your eyea after a lung inter- 
val, the snow was blooil red. The aer- 
neaiil fe t for the trail with his feet, and 
wo iirocoedod at a siuurs ]i.aec. Wo had 
not made half a mile on tho return jour- 
ney wdien every man in tho column wa.-- 
wcejjing or cursing. It was a species of 
druiikoiiiiess. Later on some shouted at 
tho top of their voices. In the swaying 
about the sergeant was pulled away fioiii 
the trail and could imr lind it again, and 
one of till! men would li-ivo killed liiiii 
wilh a l;ii;fe if be eoiild li.ive lai.l li dil of 
liiiu liy gi'opiie_r. Diiriiig :i momeiil of 
sileiiee | h,! oilicer said : 

" J3o\s, I an; sorry for this, but 1 am 
not to blame. If you will lie down and 
cover your heads with your blankets, you 
will be all light wdien Ihe sun goes 
down. " 

." til 3 14 only four of us did as advis- 
ed. The others seemed to have lost nil 

reason. They sobbed liko children ; they 
cursed in a way lo make you eliill ; they 
sang hymns and ribald songs ; llioy groped 
about to find oaoli other and light like 
furies. It was mid afiornonii before 1 lost 
the sound nf their videos. \i 5 o'clock 
tlio sun was out of sight, and a bitter, 
biting wind blew down from the moun- 
tains. Our eyea still ached, but wo could 
see our way, and wo took the snowy trail 
back to tho hills. The night came tlowii 
with a blizzard, and even in Ihe shelter 
of a thicket, with a L;roat lire blazing, ears 
iiiiil toes wore frozen. Next iiuiriiiiig, 
with a cold, gray sky and the air full of 
aiiowllakca, which sc mod tn hurii aa llioy 
touched tho lk!ah, wo went down on the 
[daiu to look for our lost comrades. They 
were lying here and there, to the right 
and left of tho trail. No two wore to- 
gether. Some h;id walked ahiiut in cir- 
cles, and some bad crejit for a mile on 
hands and knees. Every oiio wua dead 
and frozen still' — 10 out of 14 1

SCIEKTIPIC MISCELLANY. 

Au.SrKALIA.'s VEdETABLE GlANT.— Of 

the eucalyptus tree, which is a native of 
Australia nnd Tasmania, about 140 species 

have been described. These are usually 
named according to the nature c-f their 
bark, which they shed insiisid .>f their 
leaves. Tho giant eucalyptus ( I'^uealyptus 
aniygdahuu), cahed also the pi'j.permint 
tree, is pronounced by a recent writer to 
be one of the most remarkable and im- 
portant of all tho phints in the wdiole 
creatiiui. In its full dovolopmont, in 
uuiunlain ravines, it ])robably represents 
the tallest of all trees. It often exceeds 
■1110 feet ill liei'iht, luid a specimen at the 
font of .MonuL lliw liaw, Victoria, leiches 
■tri feet. A specimen ia known near 
Mount Wellington, Tasmania, which is 
1:50 feet in circumferonco at tho base, 
while within a stjuare mile are not less 
than 100 trees at least 10 feet in circum- 
ference. The giant eucalyptua takes 
f(u-eiuost rank as a hard wood tice of 
ri'.pid. growth, and in the yield of volatile 
oil by its foliage it ii unsurpassed, 'hlns 
species supplies most of the oil of coni- 
iiierco. IMuch of the oil, however, is 
credited to the Eucalyptus (ilobtilus, or 
blue gum tree, which gnnvs more readily 
aljniad, and during the last twenty years 
baa become famed in warm climates on 
account of ils influence in .su!)iluiiig ma- 
larial elUuvia. 'i'lie eiicaly)itus (jH is fatal 
to bacl;eria and all iiiiero-orgauiama. 
Flesh of all kinds is as well [ireserved liy 
it aa by creosote, and it may be used in 
dressing gangrene. 

A.N AiRl.KSs W(nii.n. — Why the moon 

— unlike most globes known to us in space 

— should have no atmosphere has long 
been a perplexing question. Sir Robert 
Ball, of Cambridge University, states that 
this may now be explained as a necessary 
c(nise<nieneo of the kinetic theory of giisos. 
Tliia theory teaches that any uas ia com- 
posed of molecules in very rapid motion. 
The molecules of hydrogen are the most 
active of all, and at ordinary tempera- 
tures they move at an average rate of 
more than COOO feet per second. The 
average motion of moleeides of oxygen 
and nitrogen is much less, but individual 
molecules freiiucntly attain velocities 
greatly in c.xcosa of tho average. This 
latter fact is important. The mass and 
dimen.'iionB ef the moon are such that if a 
body w\ro projected from it at the rate of 
about a mile per second lunar attraction 
would bo overcome, and the body would 
not return With an almosjihere of oxy- 
gen and nitrogen, the moon would by its 
attraction keep the molecules when at 
average velocity. 15ul occvisioually mole- 
cules in tho upper air would <lart outw.ard 
at more than a mile per second, and Im> 
lost in apace, and, as this would be re 
Ideated continually, such an atmosphere 
c ]\dil not he peruianeiit on the moon, 
t 111 the earth ii, copious atmosidiere is re- 
tained for the rea.soii that our globe is so 
massive that a projectile could e.scape 
from its attraction (Jidy when given an 
initial velocity of about six miles i)er 
second- a rate seldom or never reached 
by iiKdecules of oxygen or nitrogen.

'Mui\: than half a century ago, C:e.i;idi .ii 
water plant - A iiaeharis alsinasti um - was 
taken to I'higlaiid, and thence to ( o;i'- 
maiiy. It liasspread with great rapidily, 
and has long been regarded as a great 
plau'ue, which chokes up the rivers and is 
wdiolly useless. Hut Dr. Urandes, (jf 
Hanover, has now called attention to an 
influence of great value that bo belie\es 
is exerted by the vigorous in^w-eomer. 
In the district in which he li\es nial.iri.a 
and diarrhoea fonneily apiieaicil yeaily, 
but since this plant began to till the 
neighboring rivers and marshes these dis- 
orders have gradually diminished, and 
during the last four <ir live years have 
been altogether absent. The .Vnacharis 
feeds on decaying vegetable matter, thus 
destroying the disease germs. Dr. Drandes 
would encourage the iiitrodnelion of the 
plant into marshy districts, and montiona 
tlnit, in addition to its effect in suppress- 
ing malaria and diarrhoea, it ia useful as 
a jirotection to young llsh, and as a fer- 
tilizer. 

Trkks and LroiriM.vti. — Tho idea that 
the oak and certain other trees aro parti- 
cularly subject to destruction by light- 
ning, while tho laurol and others are free 
from danger, has been investigated by P. 
■Jeneaco. Tho conclusion is reached that 
no trees are exempt from risk. Trees 
containing oila are less liable to be struck, 
tboflo with most oil being best protected ; 
while lightinng seems to ]irefer trees con- 
taining much starch, and those which 
have little oil in summer. Dead limha of 
either starch or oil containing trees are 
especiilly liable to bo struck. Neither 
the (piaiitity of water contaiiuMl in the 
tree nor tin; character of the soil in svhich 
it stands appears to have any iiilluence.

That is certainly not a very (leej) plot, but 
it is really the whole of it, for all else is 
nothing more nor le-s tliaii wlialj is in- 
tended to be acci'iited as character sketele 
ing. And such character skctcbingi There 
Is just sincerity enough In it to make it a 
series of plausible inisropresentatlon.s. The 
central figure, the mnvspapcr reporter, is 
about as gro.ss a libel on the <^raft as can 
well be conceived. Uu la aiiparently v.ill- 
iug to do luiything for money, juid while he 
Is guilty of no distinctly dishonest act the 
Impression left upon the mind of the audi- 
tor is that bis delinquency in (hat respect is 
due solely to lack at opportunity. 

At Hoyt's Madison Square theater, pre- 
sented by one of his well trained farce com- 
edy orgtmizations, "For Revenue Only," 
after judicious and extensive pruning, 
might be bearable. As it is, it is very, very 
bad. .Milton Nobles' "ITueiiix" is in my 
opinion the best low gniile American melo- 
drama over written, and as the lioliemiau 
scribbler lIu! author was siiperl). 'I'he chiu - 
acterwas terribly overdrawn, of course, but 
that is permissible in a play liki^ "The 
Phcenix," but it eannot be tolerated in a 
comedy such as "I'"ur lievemie Only" pre- 
tends to be, even if it is not. 

"For Keveiiue Only" minht ]iossibly be 
interesting ill spite of its frightful distor- 
tion of character if it were not that it lacks 
concent ral ion of piu'iiose, without which it 
is well iii,L;h impossible for even the lowest 
gr.-ide of plays, of eour.so not including so 
called "farce <onu-dy," to succeed.

No registrar- 
general is uppointcil by tho new bill, no 
land brokers are provided for — in fact, no 
■one but the owner or a lawyer would be al- 
lowed to bring property under the act. 
And instead of tho measure throwing open 
property dealing to any intelligent man, a 
monopoly Is created, and the true principles 
of the Torrcns system aro nob incorporated 
in the measure now before the Legislative 
Assembly.

Halii a.x, ^Maroh 19.— The Fumesa line 
steamer Madura, i;! days from London, ar- 
rived here after midnioht. .Shn rflnnrta thnt 
on Thursday, March 16th, at i) p. m. in Ut. 
45.36 .Ni, long. ,68 32 , . she sighted a 
steamer'en the starboard bow showing sigaa 
of distreas.' ' ,She ran within hailingt 
distance and fonnd It was the Dominion 
line steamer Siirnia. Tho captain said 
his after crank shaft was broken and asked 
the Madura to stand by till daylight. Tho 
Madura remained till morning, when the 
Sarnia signalled that she expected to efleot 
repairs by 't p.m. on tho satno day. Tho 
Madura then asked if tho steamer wanted 
to bo towed, but got no reply, and tho 
former proceeded on her voyage. The 
Sarnia had her soa anchor out, riding 
very comfortably, Q'ho samo day, 
two hours after leaving the Sartia, 
tho Madura passed a largo field of ice in 
lat. 45.,'iO N., long. 57 W. Sho ran south 
to clear it. Tho Sarnia was 7- miles south 
by west of St. Pierro Miq., ten miles south- 
east of the edge of the St. Fierro bank and 
,'100 miles east by north oi Halifax. Sho 
has drifted north-east by east 23^1 miles since 
seen by the Amerioan steamer on the 11th. 



TUB DELTA. 

Active preparation' Is now being made to 
take advantage of tho great salmon run that 
is e.xpeoted this year, and jf it turns out as 
anticipated salmon will be king in a very 
short timj. The farmers, as a rule, are en- 
gaged in their general -work, A much 
larger section than during any previous sea- 
son will be put under cultivation this 
spring. The faoe of the country generally 
does not show any effect of the winter just 
passed, possibly owing to the fact that the 
fall of snow did not exceed two feet. A 
great many miles of substantial undordrain- 
ing will be put in immediately, thoroby af- 
fording more effective drainage. Tho muni- 
cipal work throughout the section bordering 
on Lidner's L'lnding ia being 
prosecuted with vigor ; tho McLean 
Brothers' steam dredge — a priwerful 
machine similar in construction to the Mud 
Lark, that has done such eirective work in 
Victoria harbor, is engaged night and day 
without ceasing digging tho big central 
ditch that o.xtends westward from tho big 
slough near iJoundary Bay. Some idea of 
the extent of tho work may bo formed 
from the size of tho ditches. Tho one now 
being dug ia 20 feet wide and 7 feet deep. 
In fact it ia nothing more nor less than a 
canal that will afford ample drainage and a 
more ready means of shipping in scows the 
vast quantity of farm produce that is raised 
In this section.

IN THE COUNTY CODfiT. 

Re/Kwong Wo. 
This was an appeal against a conviction 

by Mr. Macrae, S.M., of the defendant for 
uel ling spirituous liquors by retail without 
a license, for which the defendant was fined 
$50, in addition to $75, the license fee pro 
vided by the by-law. 

The facta and arguments sufficiently ap- 
pear in the judgment. The actual deci- 
sion was given on grounds not taken before 
the magistrate. 

Mr. Prior, for the Crown, closed his case 
aa it happened, without proving the city by- 
laws. 

Mr. Helmoken, for the defendant, raised 
various objections to the proceedings, and 
asked for an adjournment to have tba con- 
viction produced. The conviction, wo be- 
lieve, coucludes like the information with a 
reference to the Revenue by-law. That by- 
law has not been given in evidence. No 
conviction, therefore, can now bo had upon 
this information, which also refers to tho 
by-law. By section SI of the Summary 
Con. Act, ISS'.I, chap. 2(1, this appeal cannot 
bo brought on till the conviction and tho do- 
posit (if any, aa here tho defendant had de- 
posited .?2i)0) are returned into this court. 

Mr, Prior in reply. 

Sir M. B. Begbie— No doubt S. 81 oucht 
to have been complied with. The convic- 
tion and tho deposit money Ol^hv to be 
hero. That may show groat negl!g6hoo in 
the pt6secution and bo Very wrong ; but 
why should it stay the defendant's appeal 
from being hoard ? It is posaiblo that the 
conviction when produced may refer to tho 
by-law ; indeed, it mutt, if the sentence 
included the 375 mentioned in the Beveuuo 
by-law. And it is true, I cannot take 
judicial notice of that by-law, I cannot 
of myself say whether that §75 
be "a proper sum or not. It 
is also true that tho information does 
allege an offence against a by-law ; and 
hence again it is argued that 1 cannot upon 
this ap|)cai sustain tho conviction unless tho 
by- law ia produced. But I think that, tho 
statute does not ao strictly coutino mo to 
the regularity or sufficiency of that convic- 
tion. By section 70 of the Summary Con- 
viction Act, 1889, 1 am to hear and deter- 
mine " tho charge or complaint on which 
the conviction was made on tho mcrita. " 
And I think that this information dis- 
closes an oirence against the statute 
itself (tho Municipalities Act, 1892, 
section 20S), quite irrespective of any 
by-law. "No person shall sell spiritu- 
ous or fermented li(|Uor by wholesale 
or retail .... without having taken 
out a license on that behalf under a penalty 
of S2i30." Then S. 201 tells the man whore 
he can get a license, who may grant it, and 
tho schedule gives tho form (not a very pro- 
per form it is true). All this can bo done 
without reference to any by-law. That 
samo S. 204 does also, it is true, empower 
tho Corporation to charge a fee for a license; 
but tho amount of the fee has nothing to do 
with the prohibition in S. 208, and, there- 
fore, no by-law showing tho amount of fee 
is necessary to be proved in order to estab- 
lish a breach of the prohibition. 

If I had now to examhie the validity of 
tho conviction as on aeerliorarii Mr. Helmc- 
ken'a argument would hold good ; it would 
be essential to prove tho by-law; for the 
magistrate's sentence refers to tho amount 
of the fee, which is only definable by by- 
law; and the sentence is part of the convic- 
tion, and every part of the conviction must 
be justifiable in law, and shown to be so be- 
fore me. A conviction is a whole, indivis- 
ible; it cannot 1)3 good in part and bad in 
part. Therefore, if I were examining tho 
conviction aa on crjtiorari, tho non-produo- 
tiou of tho by-law would be fatal to tho re- 
spondent. But I am by section 70 to 
neglect all such matters, and to try the 
case dii novo, on the merits, as if tho inform- 
ation wore now brought first to be 
tried before myself. Now the infornuition, 
omitting a great deal of verbiage, in express 
terms charges the defendant with having 
on eiloh of two several days, " unlawfully 
sold by retail spirituous li((uor, to wit, 
one quart bottle of spirituous liquor," in a 
store in Fiagard street, without u licenae. I 
omit the words referring to the bj'-law. 
This charge enunciates an oifcnco against 
aection 208, irrespective of any by-law. 
And tho evidenco aatisfiea me that the de- 
fendant did on Saturday, January 1-1, sell 
one of the bottles produced, and tho other 
bottle on the 15th of January, without any 
license, in his shop on Fisgard street, and 
so within a municipality. 

One objection by Mr. Helmcken wus that 
there was no proof that these bottles wore 
quart bottles (as alleged in the information), 
or even reputed quart bottles. I rather sus- 
pect that they are not; they seem not of 
greater capacity than aa Imperial pint. But 
by virtue of the videlicet in the information 
I can strike out the words about a quart 
bottle. Thero remains the clear charge of 
" selling by retail "; and I decline to rcq^iire 
the evidence of an expert to demonatruto 
that each of them contains less than two 
gallons, and so a sale of them would bo a 
aalo by retail under section 20-1, sub- 
section 4. ]5ut, then, no evidence what- 
ever was given either here or before 
tho magistrate, that tho contents were 

apirituoua liquor," i.e., li(|uor whose 
strength is obtained by distillation, aa dis- 
tinguished from fermentation. Tho export 
merely stated that ho had gauged them' and 
found them of .'it'-'." strength. He ad- 
mitted that some wines go beyond this, but 
did not aeem much informed on the point, 
which is singular in a ouatom houao official 
• — for the Canadian custom houao tarilf pro- 
vides for duties on winea up to tho strength 
of 40 ° and it would ho a matter of some 
surprise if these very bottles had been 
classed at tho custom houao here as spirits. 
The British tarifi'goes even higher : it lays 
an even rate on wines up to 42 ° , and a 
special extra ratoof .Id. per gallon on wines for 
every degree abovo 42 ° . It is matter of com- 
mon knowledge that winea come from Spain 
and Australia having a natural unfortilied 
strength above 36°; and Trinity College 
audit ale ia probably stronger. It is, there- 
fore, impossible to assume that the contents 
of these bottles are spirituous, merely be- 
cause they show a strength of 34 ° .7. Even 
the Canadian tariff does not deny that wine, 
i e. , a fermented liquor, may have a 
strength, by fermentation, above 40 ° ; but 
in tho interest of the revenue it provides 
that wines of that atrcngth are to pay duty, 
not on tho wine, but on tho epirit.4 
they contain, and which can readily 
be extracted by distillation. 

Tho magistrate's attention docs not seom 
to have been directed to this, that the only 
ofTfince charged was a sale of spiriln ; that 
there are many intoxicating preparations 
which are not spirits, and that not one of 
the witnesses before him ever thought of 
calling tho stuff spirits, or anything but 
wine. There are very many liquors called 
" wine " besides those from tho fermenta- 
tion of grape juice. Tho Gormius call cider 
"apple wine," and the ancients called beer 
barley wiue, besides the numberless dtomes- 
tic and chemical compounds.' 

I belie vo a little inquiry will show that the 
li(|uor tlio subject' of -this investigatioa is 
prupared, like beer.. Thei, ground of my 
decision, howeveri is that there is not the 
least evidenoe.that it has been distilled or 
at all ;;conneoted with distillation. I say 
nothing aa to what would be the result if 



the contents were shown to -be: -whiskey 
diluted down to 34°.7. 

If it be urged that if tho defendant did 
not sell spirits, ho at least sold a fermented 
liquor, which ia equally within the act, the 
answer ia that he is not charged with that 
offenee. Now milk and creani contain but- 
ter, but a conviction for stealirig a pound of 
butter evidently could not be maintained 
upon evidence showing that tha priaoner 
had stolen a gallon of cream, though many 
pounds of butter could be extracted from it. 

If there were a jury hero, under section 
7.3 I should feel compelled to direct an ac- 
([uittal. I think tho same reaiUt should 
have been on the ev[denoo in the Police 
court, therefore the conviction must bo 
quashed. But it is only proper to allow 
Mr. Helm^iken to remove tho impression on 
my mind that the defendant has infringed 
tho act. Unless ho produces aomo evidence 
that the defendant was duly licensed, or 
that he required no Iteeose to sell this stull', 
or was not responsiblo for the sale of it, I 
shall not allow him any costs. 

Mr. Helmcken declined to argue the ques- 
tion of costs, and so the conviction was 
quashed without costs to the appellant — tho 
deposit to be returned. 

SOUTHEEN CALIFORNIA. 

Splendid Crop FroBpects— What lios Angeles 
Is Like— Ifatters in General. 

The following is iakto from a letter re- 
cently received in this city from Mr. C. St, 

Morris, the well-known insurance man, Vvho 
is at present in Riverside, Cal.: 

As per promise, a faw liaea to let you 
know how matters are in sunny Southern 
California. Well, right through tho dis- 
trict, splendid rains have fallen, tho weather 
is superb, and from every side you hear 
nothing but hearty congratulations on tho 
good prospects of the various harveats for 
which the Golden State is famed. Orange 
growers, walnut growers, olive ranchers, 
agriculturists, pastoralists, vinoyardiats are 
all jubilant, and are looking forward for a 
plentiful supply of eagles and double eagles 
for their natural respective products. 

lu this vicinity orange picking and pack- 
ing commenced several weeks ago, and 
each train that comes in brings large num- 
bera of tourists. Mauy of these health and 
pleasure seekers are so charmed with 
the country and ita prosperous con- 
dition that they nhow their appre- 
ciation by purchasing productive real estate 
and bid good-bye to tho frigid East. 

At Los Angeles (it is three years sinca our 
last visit) one is struck with the puah-and- 
go air and hustle and bustle of the people, 
the imposing stone fatruotnres, asphalted 
streets and incessant ting, tiag of the warn- 
ing bell of oleotrio and cable oars flying 
along to the four definite poipts of the com- 
pass, uud the mule, oars to the between 
points. . The large numbers of English 
people about the streets, fine equipages, con- 
tented and well dressed folks, are unmistak- 
able signs of wealth, more eapeciall]^ when 
one knotvs that our brother Englishmon 
who go abroad to make money select the spot 
usually where it ia easiest to be got hold of. 
Real estate ia running up in value, and fast 
— and this time it goes up in value to re- 
main up. Loa Angelea has a good backbone 
in her productive surrounding ranches. She 
ia tho metropolia of South California. Two 
or three large schomea are being quietly 
worked up, either of which, when organi- 
sation ia complete, will call for an outlay of 
several millions of dollars, tho principal 
portion of which will bo expended in labor 
and improvements. I am under bond not to 
give either of tho schemes away until more 
(ielinite prelinunariea are arranged. If two 
of these schemes bo carried through noth- 
ing can stop the pio;;ress of Port Angeles. 
Easterners uro irvesting largely in city 
property, independent of any schemea. 

Tho World's Fair will bo tho means cf 
introducing a large number of visitors and 
settlers to this as well aa other pirta (jf 
California, but particularly to iSnuthern 
parts, and it ia safe to predict that within 
threo or four years from the closing of the 
Fair, this State will havo at least a million 
more souls added to its census. I forgot to 
mention, but possibly you have seen' through 
the medium of the press, the big things in 
store for the Mojave Desert. A syndicate 
has been formed and thewhole of that im- 
mense sandy " aridity " u td be made to 
blossom like the paradise wherein the Peri 
cooed and winked. 

i The tin mining industry in this part of 

the State has not paid. The Temesoal tin 
mine and all its appliances were recently 
sold for a mero song, owing to a 
foreclosure by the innrtgageea in the 
shape of a Riveraulo bank. Ic will not bts 
at all surprising if, later on, the ndno bo 
worked prolitably under n new organiza- 
tion. TheHC mines arc about sixteen miles 
from River.side. 

Riverside was formerly a strictly prohibi- 
tion town. Nearly three years ago the high 
'icense system came to the front and saloons 
quickly blossomed on the atreela. Two 
thousand dollar.s per annum is the sum 
which each holder of a liquor- (aaloon) 
icenao has to pay, and ho ia then privileged 
to retail tho vilest and cheapest compounds 
he can find in the market. If the Legisla- 
ture enfranchise tho weaker sex this session 
it is thought the saloons will not be miicli 
longer hero. « 

Riverside is on the tip toe of expectancy, 
daily hoping to hear that its friends will bo 
successful at Sacramento ia obtaining a 
division of the present large county and 
making this town the oounty seat. The 
present capital is San Bernardino, and 
naturally its people are working tooth and 
nail against the proposition.

There are several kinds of guardians 
of minors rucugnizt'd by tho law. Firstly, 
thero aro tho paronta, who aro the nat- 
ural guardians of tho children; then 
other near relatives who may take charge 
of h child when its parents dio, and who 
may come to bo recognized as tho legal 
{,'nardiaiis; then thero are guardians 
wliuiii tho father or mother may appoint 
by will to have charge of tho person or 
property, or both, of a childi orif sach 
appointment lias not been made it ■will 
be niiido by tho snn-ogato wlicro a cer- 
tain amount ot property is concerned, 
and there aro teinpgrary guardians ap- 
l)oinfod by order of a court or judge in a 
legal proceeding to represent Bomo one' 
■who is tooyoimg to appear in person and 
to look after his interests. ■ 

A guardian ■who lias the personal care 
of a child is called tho guardian of tho 
])erKon, and one who ha-s tiuirgo of tho 
property is the gufirdiau of tho estate. 
'The ooiu't may separate the twogtrntdian- 
ehips iuul appoint different ^arcliaHS. 

Tho duty of the guardian is to inanago 
the nftrtiVh imd property of his ward to 
tiio best of his ability, and when tho 
terad of the gujirdianship expires— by 
tho infant attaining his naajority or 
otherwise— to give an account of his ad- 
mini^itratioii and of aU property ie has 
bad in his hands. 

"Minors" or "infants" are all persons 
under tho ago of 21 (except that in a few 
of tho states women .tro of ago at 18), 
but there is a distinction made at 1-1. 
An infant over the ago of 14 can have a 
voice in choosing his guardian and can 
in some cases sue or bo sued in Ms own 
najno. 

'\N'hon there aro notices or papers of 
any kind to be served njion the parties to 
a legal prticceiling, tho infants must V)0 
served as well as others, and in tho ca.so 
of infants under 14 two copies of each 
paper must bo served, one upon , tho par- 
ent or guardian and one personallj' upon 
tho child itself. Even in the caso of a 
child too young not only to understand 
or to read, but even to notice tho paper, 
this double service must be made and a 
copy of the paper put into its hands, a 
rule which strikes ono as auuising, but 
tho theory is that the younger tho child 
the more protection it needs. 

Thero is certainly still a degree of in- 
justice to women in the laws relating to 
the control of their children and the ap- 
pointment of guardians for them in tho 
greater power given to the father, al- 
though the children's' interests are as 
Faf(>, frequently safer, in the hands of tho 
mother than of tho father. 

In a few of the states— in Iowa, for 
example- tho father and mother aro 
joint natural guardians, and upon the 
death of ono the other becomes sole 
guardian. Generally, liowovor, tho fa- 
ther may appf)int by will any ono whom 
ho c'lioosestobegnardi.'m of the child, not 
only (if llio property ■which, when tho 
jn'oporty conies from tlio father, does not 
fiecm unreasonable, but of the i)erson as 
well. 

The.so aiijioiutments, however, may bo 
set aside by tho surrogate, .md an oppor- 
tunity is given to the mother or other 
friends of the child to petition the court 
to appoint some ono el.so. If proof caji 
be brought that the ]kts(iu iiimu'd is not 
a suitable guardian, the judge will disre- 
gard tho appointment and make another. 

When an infant is made a party to any 
litigation or li;is ■•in interest in tin* set- 
tlement of an estate, a special guardiiin 
must be appointed by tlie court in which 
the caso is being tried, in- by the surro- 
gate, to represent his or her interest. 
This person is sometimesralledtlio "nc.Nt 
friend." In actions in the surrogate's 
court ho is called the "special guardian," 
and in tin,' supreme court and other 
courts the "guardian ad litem'' (guai di;ui 
in respect to tho strife). His anthority 
and duties do not extend beyond tho par- 
ticular matter as to which lio ap- 
point(.-d, and when tliat is settled they 
aro at an cud. It is usual, though it may 
not be always Jiecessary, to appoint a 
lawyer. 

If the pwents arcinterested in any way 
in the sanu; matter, neither of them can 
be tliis guardian a<l litem, nor can any 
OIK' else who is a i)arty, norany ono who 
is acting as attorney for any of them. It 
must be some one who has no interest of 
any kind oppiis(;d to that of tho infant 
■whom ho rejiresents. 

In this ^matter of tho appointment of 
gnardl'ins by law there is apt to be some 
misunderstainiiug. A mother is very 
likely to feel aggrieved that any one but 
herself or some one of her choosing should 
be tho child's guardian and to regard it 
as a cajmco and a piece of injustice on 
tho part of the law, because no one could 
havo tho child's interests nioro at lioart 
than his mother. 

This is true in an overwhelming ma- 
jority of cases, but ■what tho law has in 
view liero is justice to tho child. There 
aro such things as parents who would 
choose their own advantage before tbeix 
children's where interests clashed, and 
tho law or tho judges cannot make the 
intimate personal acquaintance of each 
parent. Keeping in mind tho possible 
cnntiiigr licy, tho best that can bo done is 
to :i]i])oint somo ono ■who will havo no 
temptation to do anything but his best 
for the infant. 

Thero may bo cases in which the par- 
ent has no interest oppcsed to that of 
tho child, and in ■\vbich ho can act as the 
guardian ad litem, as in .a recent action 
whore a boy had been injured on a rail- 
road and the father appeared and sued 
the company. 

The theory of tho l.aw in regard to 
minors is tiiat tho cliild is an indi\-idual, 
■with rights of his own in which bo is to 
bo protected, even against his parents if 
necessary, and that it is the duty of tho 
community of ■wMch he forms part to so 
protect him. 

It is pointed out by Herbert Spencer, 
in somo recently published essays on 
"Justice," that this viow marks an im- 
mense advance in civilization fronl the 
state of society in which parents' had 
such nb.soluto control of their children 
that they could sell them or even Idll 
them withotit accounting to anybody, 
M..

', The now woolen gooils now displaj-ecl 
for spring iiutl summer, for there are 
many days on whicli a woolen gojvn is a 
necessity even in midsummer, are of 
marked beauty. There are soft finish 
cheviotH that are so fine and light that 
their very toucli is a pleasure, and these 
•come in the light tints, such, ns gray, 
drab, biscuit, fawn, cream, nickel gray 
and steel blue. There arei also others in 
old sago — which means, doubtless, dried 
Bago, as it is just of tlio iudistincfc^een- 
Ish gray of tliat jjlant. 
Sonu' of the spring woolens aro of pale 
■ blue cashmere, with lozenges of fleece in 
gray, brown, black or white, and they 
are worn alike 
by children and 
grown persons. 
The plaids arc 
seen in force, the 
most elegant of 
them being in 
shades of gray 
and black. Tlio 
shophord's ])l,'iid 
in light tints ajid 
pin head clieck-s 
will always Ijo 
worn, and so will 
tho gray clair- 
ette.s and silk 
warp hcnriettas, 
which gain their 
tint, light or home ao^VN. 
dark, simply by the mixture of the natu- 
ral blaclv and whito Australian wool 
and wliito silk warp. They aro not 
dyed gray, and in consequence never 
fade. Tlieso aro all inii)orted Priestly 
goods. 

There is a new line of domestic goods 
which aro exceedingly pretty and val- 
uable. There aro stripes of, say, red and 
green over blue, but tho blue is dull in- 
digo and tho Ktrii)es softened shades, so 
that the whole is refined and pleasing. 
There is another where the weave is serge 
twill, and there is a navy blue stripe 
one full inch wido and a whito one not 
over an eighth of an inch. The serge 
has in some way a soft finish, so that it 
drapes like challio. This same design is 
brought out in several colors, but none 
SO pretty as tho bluo and white. 

For fall I saw in a leading importing 
house some designs for plaids where tho 
pattern is so euormijusly large that it 
cannot all bo worn in one drpss, at least 
unless the wearer is xmusually large, and 
in that case she had better not wear 
plaid. 

There is anotlier material for dresses 
called "vestings," which will doubtless 
bo much worn this spring and fall. It 
is of solid wool body in dark colors, such 
as brown, slate, gray, black, navy blue, 
etc., and thrown up on tlio surface aro 
pin heads of sillc in white, old golil or 
Bomo other sharply contrasting color. 
I remember when very small to have 
had my grandmotlier sliow mo a piece 
of stuff just like this in black and gold. 
She said it was her first dress after lay- 
ing aside her widow's weeds, and that 
this particular pattern was called "tho 
gleam of comfort." ]3ut the material is 
rich and will make superb costumes. 

Another new fabrio consists in hair 
lines of gray and white twilled wool and 
silk, a gown made of which is shown 
here. Tliis was made with a sliglit apron 
drapery in front, and deep, underlaid 
plaits in tlio back. Around tlio bottom 
is a loose fold of mossy green satin, and 
there is a twisted bolt of tho same and a 
sailor cravat. Tho sleeves are of tho silk, 
with a fall of lace, and a little laco is 
sewn upon tiio corsage, which can bo 
high in tho neck if so preferred. 

One reason why I givo these three spe- 
cial costumes is to show that while some 
of the foreign modistes are trj-ing to 
force crinolino and distended .skirts upon 
ns th(!ro aro otliers cpiito as mucli in 
autliority who do not intend that wo 
shall wear them. For my own part I 
care little and think that the better class 
of New Yorlc ladies havo decided against 
them personally. 

To return to llie goods shown for 
spring. Tliero are some very pretty 
liglit satin brocades for tea gowns and 
negligees that aro sold very reasonably, 
and they are certainly more stylish an<l 
•elegant than any cotton fabric can possi- 
bly bo. Tliere aro soni(> all garnet, witli 
medium sized floral jiattern, and some 
stone and slate grays that are truly 
beautiful. If one wishes these light bro-

■cades to look like the heaviest, one has 
but to interline them with thin canton 
flannel, tho cottony side next the satin, 
which secret I learned of a famous dress- 
maker. 

For strictly .summer goods and for 
dancing dresses there is a new lino of 
light silks, taffetas with dainty dots and 
figures thrown up on the iridescent sur- 
face. I saw one pattern tUat I called 



Dame Trot. It was changeable black and 
old gold, and tho figures were Little 
diamonds set on a leafy nest. The dia,- 
monds were black, ^ding to old gold 
through several gradations, and it was 
imposaiWe for one to understand how 
many shades came from the mixture of 
black and old gold threads. The -wholo 
patteiTi was quaint to a degree. 

Tlinrn aro very many new silk grena- 
dines of tho most exq,ulsite design and 
excellent quality^ Sotuoibave lace ef- 
fects between satin lines, some brocades, 
and some havo a sheer foundation, wii*i 
flowers thrown over the surface, among 
the most effective being small French 
inarigolds in velvety yoUows, bluets or 
bachelor's buttons in their own rich bluo 
or some other artistic floral design. These 
peculiar styles are to wear over silk slips. 

There aro striped grenadines, and there 
is a larger variety tlisa I liavo ever seen 
of really fine black woolen dress goods. 
One pattern I noticed as being -especially 
handsome. It was a "dead fine" cm- 
press cloth, with a small, square raised 
dot about an eighth of an inch square 
scattered closely together all over the 
surface. 

I saw also a new black cballie, some- 
thing quite new. It drapes in the most 

artistic folds im.iginahlo and will bo a 
boon to ladi(;S in mourning wlio require 
something for ordiiiiirj' luorning and 
bomo wear, and whilo this cliallio is not 
a clieap material its lightness and grace 
will recommend its use to save the more 
expensive silk warp henrietta, wliich is 
tlio one recognized itintorial for ceremo- 
nious wear for deep inourning. 

Cashmere and serge havo been worn 
to some extent for ' 'second best" mourn- 
ing, but neither fills all tho requirements, 
and alpaca of coarse is ont of the ques- 
tion. Camel's hair is too heavy for an 
ordinary dress and catches dust too 
easily. 

Tlioro is another new weave just 
brouglit out of .silk and wool, dead fine 
and absoliit(,'ly llawless, wliicli lias not 
yet been clirislcnvil. It comliines all tho 
best (pialities of cashmere, empress cloth, 
serge and silk vr;irp lienriotta, and lias 
tlie added reconimeiuhition that it will 
not take on that disagreeable slfino that 
is such a sad fault of some of the very 
finest woolen goods. 

There is a new weave in whipcord with 
delicate brocaded patterns and diagonals 
with satiny stripes, ariiiuro weaves and 
a great variety of serges, as well as the 
beautiful silk warp henrietta. This is so 
fine that it is impossihlo to trace a 
thread, and so strong tliat it will not 
tear, and wliilo it Iuls a wool surface it 
hasthofolil and bloom of silk. Thero 
aro many so called lienriettas, but only 
thoso on tho varnished board are the 
genuiiK!, and when one pays high for a 
fine piece of goods ono should have what 
is paid for. He.n-riette Rousseau.

Thero was no convulsion of nature, 
neither did tbo sun stand still, nor was 
thero silence in heaven for even half a 
minute, when Mrs, Laura J, Eisenlmth, 
tho newly elected state superintendent 
of tho public schools in Korth Dakota, 
assumed tho duties of lier ofiice. All 
goes well, and Superintendent Eiseuhuth 
is rubuinistcring her ofRco witli signal 
ability. Jleantiino '21 of tho 44 states 
permit women to vote for school ofiicers. 
In Kansas thby havo municipal suffrage, 
fii Wyoming they have what they will 
soon have in every northern state — fall 
suffrage. ^Vyolni^g \^^^l bo honored 
above all tho rest in the history of tho 
einnmcipation of woman. In Kajisaa 
iialf tho counties liavo women school 
superintendents. Eroiii county super- 
intendent is only a step to state super- 
intendent, and that step has already been 
talion by Laura Eisonhuth. hi 1S94 
in Kansas a constitutional amend- 
ment will bo voted on to strike 
out tho word "male" from tho qual- 
ifications for citizenship. Perhaps 
Kansas ^vill bo the first state to range 
herself alongside of AVyoming. As many 
as 20 women speakers took part in the 
lust presidential campaign. Kew York 
will hold a constitutional convention in 
1894, and, according to the law, some of 
tho deb -jatea to it must bo women. Tho 
question of giving suifrago to women 
will ciiuio ui) bet'oTi) tho convention 
drafting the new constitution. Tlioiiiem- 
hers may as well adopt that ])rorision. 
Unless they do part of their work will 
have to be done over again before livo 
years. Tho word "male" must follow 
the word "white" into tlin exploded su- 
lierstitinurf of tho i)ast. Liberty is as 
good for woman as it was for tho whito 
and black male. It has been predicted 
that women from Kansas and Wyoming 
will fciit as niombors of tho Fifty-lifth 
congress. If not then, tliey will soon 
after. And women United States sen- 
ators will never have to go to a sanita- 
rium or to medicinal springs to got over 
alcohol sjirees. 

Tho secretary- and treasurer of tho Now 
Castle (Del.) gas and water companies is 
a young lady. Miss LucUIo U, Martin- 
j dale. It is agreeable to record that sho 
1 gets tho same salary as was paid to the 
I gentleman who held the ofllce before her. 

Whatever your work is, no matter how 
humble, doit the best that it can be done, 
in hope and in f aitli. Do not fret or giow 
impatient because it is bumble, or in your 
judgiiii>nt not worthy of your abilities. 
' Know tills for certain— if you havo abil- 
ity for great work and high work, that 
work will come to you in duo time. But 
first nil must servo and do little work in 
a groat and high way. 

Another ever broadening field for 
women's work is that of teaching phys- 
ical culture. Universal attention is be- 
ing p;ii(l to it, and that girls' .school 
whicli has no gymnasium and no teach- 
er of physical culture is away behind 
the times. The devotion to physical 
culturo among women is 8ho■^vn in tho 
coii.stantly increasing number of tall, 
lino, strong girls and women one meifts 
on tlie street and elsewhere. It certain- 
ly api>ears to me that the girl of today is 
taller and larger than the girl of 20 years 
ago was. 

Virginia, the mother of presidents, has 
not a woman suH'ruge society. 

A mother would die for her child and 
do far more for it than a father would 
in a majeirity of ca.^es, yi t in only six 
states has the m(3tlier equal right.s with 
tho father in tho guardianship of her 
cliildren. This is one of the crudest 
jirovisions of our ci>'ilized law. 

It is quite out of fashion for women to 
hate women now. 

The woman who says mean things 
about women is a person to beware of. 

The Association of Working flirls' So- 
cieties ileserves all praisi' for much that 
it has done, hut for nothing more than 
for organizing the Choral union. The 
object of this union is to give a thorough 
course in reading music to all working 
girls who desire it. Tho union has al- 
ready given some concerts. Few of tho 
young ladies had any knowledge of mu- 
sio Jit tlio start, yet many of them aro 
learning rapidly to sing music from tlio 
notes at sight. It is a noble tuidertak- 
iiig. America lags behind in poj)ubir 
musical culture, and these fine working 
girls are doing more than anybody else 
to bring it u]). 

iJr. Carolin(> .S. Peaso is a memlx.T of 
the OAiniiiiiing bo.'ird of the Kew York 
stall' ( ivil s(;rvice commission. She is 
the first woman in New York to hold

There is iiu country in civilization 
whero a wife is allowed lior share of the 
family income. She is dependent on the 
charity of lior husband for every cent. 
]']very mother and housekeeper ought to 
havi- I'cgrJar wagi's fur taking care of 
the household and the children, and this 
ought to be established by law, Her 
wages should come out of the money 
earned by tho husband. Her work is 
fully as iin])ort;int as his, ;nid she gi'ts 
nothing for it. I have known men witli 
an income of $10,000 a year who never 
gave their -wives any money. 

Tiirough the temjioranco crganizaticna 
and the societies of tho King's Daugh- 
ters women and girls aro learning par- 
liamentary usage all over the country, 
and becoming good extempore speakers 
and presiding ollicers as well. 

The more intelligent a man or woman 
is tho more liberal will ho or she be on 
the woman question. This is a sure way 
to tdl how much anybody knows. 

People now living, well on in years at 
that, wiU see women governors, senators, 
ropresentntivcH, mayors, councibnen, 
judges ;iiid jurymen.

Mrs. Hatobinson, however, leaves 
S50,000 to Mrs, L. H, Meyer, her daughter, 
who ran away to get married. 

Cold Blooded Murder. 

Port Townsi'.nd, Wn., March 1",— The 
City of Toptku, from Alaska this morning, 
brings news of a cold blooded murder at 
Juneau City in tho early part of the present 
month. Deputy United States Marshal 
Jack Dalton, aulferiug under tho allotjed in- 
juries of a remark nuulo by Djnicl McGln- 
nia, deliberately walked into the latter'a 
store, and before his victim could arise 
from his desk struck him a stunning 
blow with a revolver on tho head, and 
while he was falling to the floor, he shot 
him in tho body. Tho injured man, after 
making a deposition, was taken in a canoo 
to Sitka, but died upon his arrival there. 
An oflioer from Sitka was immediately sent 
after Dttlton.and he is now in custody in the 
Government jail. Tho excitement over tho 
crime ran high in Juneau, where the mur- 
dered man enjoyed tho confidence and 
esteem of the whole community. 

Aliens Beat Hume Io Analrla. 
New York, March 18.— Fonrteen Aus- 
trian immigrants, all men, who arrived on 

the steamship La Bourgogne, were forcibly 
taken back to the steainahip yesterday to 
bo returned to Europe. They hud been 
declared contract laborers, and were there- 
fore debarred. They were going to Joliet, 
III., to work in an iron mill. When they 
wore told to get ready to go aboard tho 
barge that took them to tho steamship 
many of them wept, some clung to tho posts, 
and force had to be used to make them re- 
lease their holds. They were carried bodily 
to the barge.

fessed, implicating his wife and others. 
They lived in Wisconsin, insured in many 
companies on his houEC, and eel the house 
on f3re. He went south und his wife claimed 
tho insurance. Several of tho insurance 
companies compromised, but the woman's 
manner aroused the suHpicioas of theoflicers 
of the Mutual, and dotectivt'S were put on 
the case and Thrun was arreated in Now 
Orleans. He implicated T. G. Hanson, as- 
sistant claim agent in Chicago of the Wis- 
consin Central Railway Compmy, und sev- 
eral others. Hanson was arreateil and taken 
to Oshkoah, Wis,, with Thrun and hia wife. 
Yesterday Hanson refused to talk. He had 
secured evidence in a former case against 
Thrun when Thrun set fire to a mill he 
owned, and brought suit against the Wis- 
consin Central for$20,000damage8, olaimiog 
that tho mill was set on fire by a spark from 
a passing locomotive. 

Harder at Sea, 

Sa.v Franclsco, March 18. — Tho barken- 
tine Tropic Bird arrived from Tahiti rhis 
morning, having on hoard the five men of 
tho American bark Hesper, who are accused 
of the murder of the bark's second mate, 
Mr. Fitzgerald, on the night of January 1,1.

The reptile appears to be over 100 
feet long, has a barrel-like body, a long tail 
and enormous mouth and many rows of 
teeth. The backbone is thicker than a 
nail keg. Rio Grande Southern officers 
yesterday telegraphed Prof. O. C. Marsh, 
of Yale university, with reference to secur- 
ing the specimen for the Peabody museum 
at Yale. 

STATUE OF JDSTICE. 

Ada Rehan the Sfodel for a Sliver Castlng- 

Oue of the Features of the 
World's Fair. 

CiiiCA(;o, March IS.— The largest silver 
statue on record was successfully cast to- 
day. Sixteen hundred pounds of sterling 
silver were melted in a crucible at Grand 
Crossing. The molten mass was poured 
into a huge mould and a silver statue 
of Justice was an acoompliahed fact. 
For six weeks . a dozen of tho 
most expert founders have been en- 
aaged preparing for this. The plaster 
model of the Statue, made by Sculptor R. 
H. Park, stood before them, and their busi- 
ness was first to construot a mould which 
should ceprodttce the exaob counterpart of 
the model in the precious metal ; and, 
second, to cast it without daw or blemiah. 
Tho mould was n)ado of French clay, and 
when it was accurately finished a baking 
process followed. Thia hardened tho clay 
and fitted it for its ultiirato object. It was 
in the presence of a distinguished company 
that the molten metal was slowly poured 
into tho mould. When after tho lapse of 
an hour's time, the mould was removed and 
the statue revealed, it proved to bo in- 
deed a beauty. In tho white shining metal 
the majestic proportions of Mr. Parka' 
model were seen to tho greatest possible ad- 
vantage, and encomiums were fairly show- 
ered upon all concerned in tho work. 
Cheers were given for tho sculptor, the 
founders, tho State of Montana and Daly's 
leading lady, Ada Rehan, the model whose 
exact proportions are reproduced in the 
statue. Tbo total coat of the status is 
stated to be §70,000. Not only is there 
tho exact reproduction of the figure of 
Miss Rehao, but tho features are hers 
also, though the expression has been made 
rather more severe than Miss Rehan is 
wont to wear, in order to carry out tho idea 
of Justice. The height of the statue is 
five feet ten inches and it will stand upon a 
silver globe two feet in diameter. The 
scale to be held in one hand and the sword, 
which will be grasped in the other, 
will be separately cast, but every 
part of tho statue will lie of sterling silver. 
The metal comes from Montana, every ounce 
having been extracted from the native ore 
in tho various smelting works of that State. 
The largest silver statue ever cast in a 
mould was about four feet high, while the 
atatue of ijustice ia life-fcized. The statue 
will remain in the vaults of tho Safety De- 
posit Company until iho time comes to set 
It up in its allotted position at Jackson 
Park.

of Juno at the earliest. Tho action then 
taken will depend upon the health of tho 
stock arriving after tho opening of naviga- 
tion for slaughter at British porta.
